W ashington, Auk. 20—Reduction of 
the high war taxes* was brought a step 
n earer tonight when the house passed 
and sent to the senate the republican 
tax revision bill. 
T he final vote on the m easure was 
274 to 125, nine republicans voting in 
the negative. 
The chief feature of the bill as af­ 
fecting persons of ordinary Incomes 
are effective on the bi IPs' passage. 
They include an Increased exemption 
of $500 for heads of families, making 
the new exemption $2,500 instead of 
$2,000 as under the old bill, and an in­ 
creased exemption of $200 for each 
dependent making the new rate $400 
instead of $200.

As passed, the bill In 1912 will be 
clit $818,000,000 from the present le­ 
vies yielding $3,600,000,000 a year. The 
reduction in 1922 Will be approxim ate­ 
ly $400,000,000 and for the present 
year the cut is estimated at $500,000,- 
000.

Don’t Expect Force Necessary 
Washington, Aug. 22.- The use of 
force in settling tile Panam a and Cos 
ta Rica dispute is not antic ipated by 
the government, it was stated today 
officially at the state departm ent, 
The sending ti 
mu if ies, it 
was 
said, is just a precautionary m easure 
and it is even doubtful w hether it 
will be necessary to land them neai 
the disputed territory. The state de 
p artm en t’s view is that Panam a h at 
no claim whatever to the Coto tern' 
tory having abandoned that when she 
accepted the Loubet award. 
In view 
of this fact the state departm ent offi 
d a i s believe that the Panam a repub 
lie will put no obstacle in the way of 
occupation of Coto by Costa Rica. 
The reason behind the stat? de 
partm enCs “insistency of strict jus 
tice to Costa Rica” lies in the tar 
that America is the guarantor of Pan 
am a s integrity and could not permit 
Panam a to exceed her authority and 
approach on Costa Rica. 


Debt Refunding Bill 


Favorable Reported 


W ashington. Aug. 22.—The adm inis­ 
tration bill providing for refunding 
the $11,000,000,000 allied debt to the 
United States was favorably reported 
to the senate today by Senator Pen 
rose, Pennsylvania, chairm an of the 
finance committee. 
The m easure has 
been amended to provide for the re 
funding to be completed in five years 
Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin 
at the same time submitted a minority 
report. 
T he hill gives the secretary 
of the treasury sweeping authority to 
refund and to extend the time of pay­ 
ment of the principal and interest oi 
any obligations of any foreign gov 
ernment owing to the United States 
arising out of the European war. 
He 
is uathorized to convert these obli­ 
gations into bonds of debtor nations 
or any other foreign governm ents and 
to receive bonds of any foreign gov­ 
ernment in substitution for those flow 
or hereafter held by the United States.

ANTI BOLSHEVISM 
NOW ESTABLISHED 
IN VLADIVOSTOK 


By CHARLES EDWARD HOGUE, 
(United PresH Staff Correspondent J 
Vladivostok. 
(By 
Mall.) 
The tri­ 
color of Russia floats over this city 
today and nowhere to he seen is the 
red emblem of communism that has 
been so much in evidence In the past. 
The Kappelist are nominally In con­ 
trol of the government of the Mari­ 
time Province, although Die Japanese 
influence is distinctly felt, and the 
defeated radicals have taken to the 
hills, or remaining, have been dis­ 
armed. 


Through an arrangement with the 
Japanese command the Kappelist sol­ 
diers are also giving up their amu-, 
except for the 1,000 militiamen pro­ 
vided for in the pact signed in July, 
1920, with the Zcmstovo, the then gov­ 
ernment. ll is estimated that the Rap­ 
pel troops in and around Vladivostok 
number nearly 10.000. 
With tile overthrow of the Reds tile 
conservatives Under Rappel, who is 
doubtless working hand in glove with 
Semenoff, have set up a new govern­ 
ment which they describe as a “true 
democracy.” 
The fact that the Hup- 
pellats are monarchists does not deter 
them from laying claim to the orig­ 
inal title to everything democratic. 
Almost every scheme conceivable 
has been tried out in the hope of 
restoring normal conditions here and 
the people are ready to take another 
chance any time in the belief that the 
future Cannot lie worse than the past. 
Tile new Vladivostok government’s 
territory is daily expanding aud now 
extends to Spassk and Orodekovo. 
That the business interests of tile 
community are pleased with the turn 
that events have taken here cannot lie.

S a result of the war, this 
country has been forced in­ 
to many 
new 
Industrial 
and flnaheial activities that 
txxaoh out Into every foreign coun­ 
try, activities which affect the wel­ 
fare of the smaller Communities 
m arly as much us ttiey do those 
of the larger Cities, 
Manufactur­ 
ers in small towns throughout the 
United States ha\o l»ecouie Inter­ 
ested in th© possibilities of for­ 
eign mkrketo, and they naturally 
are looking to their local banks to 
advise them regarding their foreign 
trad** problems both actual aud po­ 
tential. 
We believe that the time 
has come for Hie interior bank to 
realize that the biggest thing It has 
to sell is service, and that one of 
Us greatest opportunities Is to ald 
In the development of American 
foreign trode.

Practically all of them are mem­ 
bers of powerful trade associations. 
They Journey In large numbers from 
the small Interior towns to New 
York or San Francisco to attend 
foreign trade conventions, un.l they 
are 
diligent 
readers 
of 
foreign 
trade publications. 
It Is obvious that the interior 
hank cannot set up elaborate ma­ 
chinery and an expensive personnel 
equipped 
to 
answer 
specific 
in­ 
quiries 
regarding 
foreign 
trade. 
The international hank has, how­ 
ever, built up a worldwide network 
of branches, affiliations and special 
correspondents, backed up by staffs 
of experts in the metropolis, which 
Is freely offered to the Interior 
banker In order to assist hhn to de­ 
velop the foreign trade of his com­ 
munity. 
Then' are a number of ways In 
which the Interior hanker can fos­ 
ter Interest In foreign trade In his 
community. The local public libra 
ry, for instance, can be utilized 
moot effectively in foreign trade 
promotion. 
Most Important of all, however, 
is the proper organization of the 
business men of the community. 
The Chamber of Commerce should 
form a center for the foreign trade 
activities of its members. 
Direct contact should be estah 
fished with the American commer­ 
cial attaches and trade commission 
ere maintained by that bureau in 
foreign

Arrangements 


should be made to obtain regularly 
the foreign trade publications of the 
National Foreign Trade Council, tile

Manufacturers’

Association and, of tile large banks 
which specialize In foreign trade. 
Subscriptions should be made to the 
leading export trade Journals. For­ 
eign visitors to this country should 
be encouraged to visit the local 
manufacturing plants. 
Another ef­ 
fective method of obtaining infor­ 
mation direct from foreign sources 
Is for the local Chamber of Com­ 
merce to arrange for the exchange 
of membership and services with 
American Chambers of Commerce 
In foreign countries. 
The interior hanker has an impor­ 
tant part to play In the develop­ 
ment of our import trade, as well as 
that of our exporta 
Our depend­ 
ence upon other countries for food­ 
stuffs and raw materials grows con­ 
stantly greater with the Increase in 
our population and the productive 
capacity of our industries. 
If our foreign trade is not to suf­ 
fer through inadequate financing, 
we must give thought to some form 
of long term credits In order to sup­ 
plement the operations of the inter­ 
national banks and to make liquid 
the frozen long-term credits in for­ 
eign markets. 
To meet this situa­ 
tion the Edge law was recently 
passed. 
This law gives us, for the 
first time In our history, financial 
organizations for the express pur­ 
pose 
of 
assisting 
foreign 
trade 
through long term investments. 
The Interior banker, therefore, 
plays a very definite part in edu­ 
cating bls community in the rela­ 
tion which our overseas commerce 
bears to domestic prosperity and in 
pointing out the desirability of such 
securities in order to make passible 
a continuous ami increasing floor e t 
foreign orders.

mands. 'The manufacturer who hts 
a market for his g»odb In South 
America, for instance, possesses a 
groat advantage, because the sea 
sons there are exactly the reverse 
of our own. 
And so, because the 
anirkets of all the world are great 
er and steadier than the markets of 
any one country, the American man­ 
ufacturer and merchant must culti­ 
vate the foreign field, and the In 
terior hank, In co-operation with 
the international bank, must he pre­ 
pared to offer facilities necessary 
for the prompt and efficient han 
dllng of foreign trade transactions.

The International bank has. how­ 
ever. built up a worldwide network 
of branches, a nutations and special 
correspondents, backed up by staffs 
of ex|H‘rts In the metropolis, which 
is freely offered to the Interior 
banker in order to assist hhn to de­ 
velop the foreign trade of his com 
munKy. 
There are a number of ways In 
which (he Interior banker can fos­ 
ter interest in foreign trade In hts 
community. Tbs local public libra­ 
ry, for instancy can he utilized 
moot effectively In foreign trade 
promotion. 
Most Important of all, however. 
Is the proper organization of the 
business men of the community. 
The Chamber of Commerce should 
form a center for the foreign trade 
activities of its members. 
Direct contact should be estab­ 
lished with the American commer­ 
cial attaches and trade commission­ 
ers maintained by that bureau In 
foreign 
countries. 
Arrangements 


should he made to obtain regularly 
the foreign trade publications of tits 
National Foreign Trade Council, the 
Ajnerloan 
Manufacturers’

Association and of the large banks 
which specialize In foreign trade, 
Subscriptions should he made to the 
leading export trade Journals. For­ 
eign visitors to this country should 
be encouraged to visit the local 
manufacturing plants. 
Another ef­ 
fective method of obtaining Infor­ 
mation direct from foreign sources 
is for the local Chamber of Com­ 
merce to arrange for the exchange 
of membership and services with 
American Chambers of Commerce 
in foreign countries. 
The Interior banker has an impor­ 
tant part to play in the develop 
meat of our import trade, as well as 
that of our exports. 
Our depend­ 
ence upon other countries for food­ 
stuffs and raw materials grows con­ 
stantly greater with the increase In 
our population and the productive 
capacity of our Industries. 
lf our foreign trade is not to stif­ 
fer through inadequate financing, 
we must give thought to some form 
of long term credits In order to sup­ 
plement the operations of the Inter­ 
national bonks and to make liquid 
the frozen long-term credits In for­ 
eign markets. 
To meet this situa­ 
tion the Edge law was recently 
passed. 
This taw rives us, for tho 
first time In oar history, financial 
organizations for the express pur­

through long term investments. 
Tho Interior hanker, therefore, 
plays a very definite part In edu­ 
cating his community In the rela­ 
tion which our overseas eominercw 
bears to domestic prosperity and la 
pointing out the desirability of such 
securities In order to make possible 
a continuos* and increasing flow of 
foreign orders.
